To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  appoint  or  designate  a  qualified  person  who 
is  a  resident  of  this  town,  to  act  as  Highway  Agent  during 
the  current  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  Town 
Road  Aid:  Town's  share  $44.94;  State's  share  $299.61,  and 
raise  money  for  same. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $33.22  to  the  White  Mountains  Re- 
gion Association,  being  10c  per  $1,000  of  assessed  valuation 
(1/lOOth  of  1%)  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  and  distributing 
printed  matter  and  advertising  and  otherwise  publicizing 
the  advantages  of  the  Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other 
45  towns  of  the  region. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pay  the  se- 
lectmen and  other  town  officers  an  annual  salar}^  during 
the  current  year  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  same: 

Chairman,  Board  of  Selectmen  $250.00 

Selectman  125.00

Tax  Collector  100.00 

Town  Clerk  75.00 

Treasurer  40.00 

Dog  Constable  5.00 

Auditor  10.00 

If  approved,  it  is  understood  that  the  selectmen  and  other 
salaried  town  officers    will  receive  no  fees    or   anv  other 


compensation  or  remuneration  for  their  services  except 
the  usual  and  necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  in 
connection  with  their  official  duties. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $150.00  to  support  the  Town  Library. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $200.00  for  the  cemetery. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  $25.00 
to  be  expended  in  cooperation  with  the  New  Hampshire 
Forestry  and  Recreation  Commission  for  the  opening  and 
maintaining  of  trails  and  old  roads  for  forest  fire  protec- 
tion. The  New  Hampshire  Forestry  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission to  provide  a  matching  sum  not  in  excess  of  $25.00 
for  this  purpose. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  pay  the  de- 
ficiency of  $1,500.00  to  the  School  District  for  the  current 
year  ending  June  30,  1960.  This  deficiency  was  brought 
about  by  the  addition  of  two  school  children  moving  into 
the  town  and  an  overall  increase  in  transportation.  This 
additional  expenditure  was  not  anticipated  in  preparing 
last  year's  budget. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  hire  money  for  defraying  tow^n  charges  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes,  if  necessary. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen 
to  allow  discount  for  early  payment  of  taxes.  What  per- 
cent, and  at  what  time? 

Article  13.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money 
as  are  stated  in  the  proposed  budget  for  repair  to  town 
highways  and  bridges,  general  expense  of  highways,  snow 
removal,  maintenance  of  town  building,  officer's  salaries 
and  expenses,  and  other  town  charges. 

Article  14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  the  meeting.

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PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  nation. 
Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were  substan- 
tially reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to  a  mini- 
mum. The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of  favorable 
weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and  a  cooperat- 
ing public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing 
note. 

58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused  by 
careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent 
minded  individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly 
supervise  children  and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach, 
annually  cause  these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large  sums 
to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  damage.  The  elimination 
of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically  change  this 
picture.   The  rules  are  simple  — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local 
forest  fire  warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leav- 
ing it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes 
from  moving  vehicles  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  Use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  per- 
sonal and  financial.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  annual  re- 
ports show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  superintendent. 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis 
of  adjusted  valuation.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of 
average  daily  membership  in  the  schools  for  the  previous 
school  year  ending  June  30th.  The  Superintendent  of 
Supervisory  Union  #34  during  1958-59  received  a  salary 
of  $7,600.00  which  was  made  up  as  follows :  $4,250.00  paid 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education  from  the  per  capita 
tax  and  $3,350.00  prorated  among  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts. Allowance  of  $1,100.00  for  travel  within  the  Union 
was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Easton  School 
District : 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

There  were  8  pupils  attending  school  last  year ;  7  in  the 
elementary  school  at  Dow  Academy  and  one  enrolled  at 
Littleton  High  School. 

This  year  there  are  10  pupils  attending  school;  5  at 
Franconia  Elementary  School,  2  pupils  at  Benton,  2  pupils 
at  Littleton  High  School  and  one  pupil  attending  St.  Johns- 
bury  Trade  School.  The  pupils  are  as  follows:  David 
Kenney,  Grade  1,  John  Kenney,  Melinda  Porter,  Douglas 
Richter  in  Grade  4,  Joanne  Kenney  in  Grade  5,  Rose  Marie 
Tattersall  in  Grade  4,  Arline  Tattersall  in  Grade  6,  Robert 
Richter  in  Grade  9,  Bernice  Cooley  in  Grade  11,  and  Ken- 
dall Marceau  in  Grade  9. 

Your   warrant   contains   a    deficiency   article    to  raise 

$1,500.  This  article  is  included  because  of  the  unexpected 
expenses  of  transportation  and  tuition.  Transportation  is 
$840  more  than  you  planned  last  March.  Tuition  is  $730 
more. 

In  order  that  you  may  keep  in  touch  with  the  work  of 
your  elementary  children,  Mrs.  Leavitt's  Franconia  report 
is  printed.  You  are  urged  to  visit  both  Franconia  and 
Littleton  schools  and  observe  the  work  of  your  children. 

Mr.  Ross  Taylor  continues  with  his  usual  good  bus  serv- 
ice. The  Tattersall  children  in  the  Wildwood  area  are 
transported  to  the  Benton  School  by  Mr.  Gregory. 

A  word  of  appreciation  to  your  School  Board.  Meetings 
are  held  as  needed  and  the  interests  of  your  children  are 
well  cared  for.

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REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Principal 
of  the  Franconia  Elementary  School  at  Dow  Academy. 

The  current  school  year  is  one  of  a  transitional  nature 
but  the  present  elementary  school,  consisting  of  six  grades, 
seems  to  be  adapting  itself  very  well  to  the  new  set-up. 
This  is  due,  in  large,  to  the  co-operation  and  effort  expended 
by  all  those  involved. 

Administration : 

The  present  school  year  began  on  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 9,  1959,  with  a  total  registration  of  55  pupils.  Since 
then,  the  number  has  increased.  As  of  this  writing,  there 
are  57  pupils  enrolled  in  the  six  grades. 

The  teaching  staff  remains  the  same,  with  Mrs.  Leone 
Philbrook  of  Sugar  Hill  teaching  Grades  3  and  4,  and  Mrs. 
Natalie  Wheeler  of  Franconia  teaching  Grades  5  and  6. 
Both  are  experienced  and  very  capable  teachers. 

In  addition  to  my  duties  as  Principal,  I  am  continuing 
to  teach  Grades  1  and  2. 

Mrs.  Marion  Callender's  services  as  music  teacher  are 
excellent  and  much  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

Robert  McLachlin  continues  to  do  a  fine  job  as  school 
custodian. 

Curriculum : 

Language,  visual  and  auditorj^  readiness  for  reading  is 
stressed  throughout  the  grades  with  teaching  methods 
adapted  to  fit  the  needs  of  the  individual  child. 

Language  readiness  gives  training  in  the  ability  to 
understand  the  written  and  spoken  word.  The  child  learns 
to  anticipate  story  endings  and  to  get  words  and  word 
meanings  through  context. 

Visual  training  teaches  him  to  look  for  likenesses  and 
difference  in  pictures,  words  and  letters. 

With  auditory  training  he  learns  first  to  hear  differ- 
ences in  sounds  and  then  to  associate  the  sound  with  the 
correct  letters  or  groups  of  letters. 

School  Lunch: 

The  school  lunch  program  under  the  capable  manage- 
ment of  Mrs.  Laura  McLachlin,  has  been  in  effect  since 
school  began  in  September.    Approximately  46  pupils  par- 
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tieipate  daily  in  this  program. 

This  year  a  new  method  of  payment  was  inaugurated 
with  monthly  statements  being  sent  the  parents.  This  has 
worked  out  very  well,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the 
parents. 

The  school's  new  lunchroom,  opened  in  January,  is 
proving  very  satisfactory.  Its  location  in  the  school  build- 
ing has  certainly  increased  the  efficiency  and  improved  the 
attractiveness  of  the  lunch  program. 

School  Health? 

Dr.  Ralph  Parker  and  Nurse  Gloria  Washburn  have 
given  complete  physicals  to  the  students  whose  parents  so 
desired.  Miss  Washburn  has  conducted  eye  and  ear  exam- 
inations. 

School  Activities: 

The  former  main  room  is  being  used  for  an  all-purpose 
room.  It  is  used  for  music,  for  recordings  on  the  tape- 
recorder,  and  for  the  showing  of  films  and  filmstrips.  In 
addition,  school  assemblies  are  also  held  there. 

Special  holidays  are  observed  by  school  assemblies.  A 
series  of  parties  were  planned  and  are  being  carried  out. 

This  plan  included  a  costumed  Halloween  party  that 
provided  a  very  happy  time  for  all  the  children.  Again, 
the  parents  were  most  co-operative. 

At  Christmas,  room  festivities  Avere  conducted.  The 
annual  Christmas  program,  with  every  child  in  the  school 
participating,  was  presented  in  the  school  hall. 

The  Ski  Program,  sponsored  by  the  Franeonia  School 
District,  is  proving  highly  successful. 

Conclusion: 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  people  of  Franeonia. 
the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools  Ronald  Per- 
ham,  the  faculty  and  pupils  for  their  co-operation  and 
assistance.  It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  work  with  such  a 
fine  group  of  people.
